REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The school board submit the following report : 


CENTRE SCHOOL. 


The spring term was taught by Miss Sarah E. Osgood of 
this town, who was faithful in the discharge of her duties. 
The examination at the close was very satisfactory. The 
irregular attendance of some of the scholars and lack of inter- 
est of some of the parents was very annoying to the teachers 
and an injury to the school, both terms. The schoolhouse was 
made pleasant by nine new curtains and new wall paper, the 
teacher of the summer term and pupils doing the papering. 
One week of this term was lost before a teacher was secured, 
therefore it will be due them the coming year. 

The fall term was begun by Miss Nellie U. Burpee of East 
Sullivan, who succeeded in interesting the scholars and the 
school promised well. Miss Burpee being unable to continue 
the school, school closed for a week. It was extremely difh- 
cult to secure a teacher of experience, at that season. Miss 
Mabel A. Thayer of Keene finished the school. She is a fine 
scholar and the pupils seemed to understand their studies ; the 
order was not what we hoped it would be. 


MUNSONVILLE SCHOOL. 


Miss Etta A. Newell of Swanzey taught both terms; a 
teacher of large experience and great energy. She won the 
hearts of the scholars and the hearty codperation of the par- 
ents, who felt satisfied with the school. The older scholars 
were much benefited by the study of Colburn’s Arithmetic. 
There was a pleasant class for drawing lessons in the fall. 


| NO. 3 SCHOOL. 

A term of eight weeks was taught by Miss Florence M. 
Osgood of this town, in the spring. Her first experience, yet 
successful; showing that she has the qualities for a good

teacher. In the fall, Mr. Bailey furnished a comfortable room 
in his house and boarded the teacher, Miss Sarah F. Weston 
of Hancock, so that they had a term ‘of six weeks for twenty 
dollars, (less than it would have cost to carry the scholars to 
the Centre school). Miss Weston is a thorough teacher. We 
were well pleased with her methods.
